A patent is a grant by the government that gives the creator of an invent 
right to exclude others from making, using, selling, or offering for sale th 
certain period of time. Patents can be obtained for "any new and useful p 
manufacture, or composition of matter or any new and useful improveme 

Such utility patents are granted by the United States Patent and Tradem 
term of 20 years from the date of application. In addition, the PTO will is 
patents protecting a new, original, and ornamental design for an article o 
well as patents for new varieties of plants. 

Patent applications filed with the PTO require the services of an attorney 
is admitted to practice before the PTO.
